FIRE PREVENTION 


(Continued from Page One) 
trolled is man’s best friend but if un¬ 
controlled, it is his worst enemy. 
Some means must be taken to pre¬ 
vent fires. 

Make some effort to save your 
home. To do this build the house of 
fireproof materials. The walls should 
be of brick, tile, cement or concrete 
stucco. The roof should be . of fire¬ 
proof metal. The inside should be 
plastered since plaster does not burn 
so readily as paper. , 

Never build your house close to 

I iny other building. There is danger 
)f all burning . if one catches fire. 
They should at least be thirty feet 
apart. 

The furnace must be taken care of. 
The chimney should be of brick-lined 
with tile. Be sure‘the pipes are riv¬ 
eted together. Never use old, rusty 
pipes. Never place the pipes near 
woodwork. 

The registers should have screens 
over them to keep out paper or bits 
of rubbish from falling into the pipes$ 
Without the screens the rubbish col¬ 
lects in the pipes. Whenever a hot 
fire is built the rubbish catches fire. 
The flames go up through the regis¬ 
ter and burn the walls of the build¬ 
ing. 

The kitchen range is important. Be 
sure the pipes are new and riveted to 
gether Old rusty pipes wear out and 
come apart. Where the pipe passes 
through a wall, have some safety de¬ 
vise to protect the woodwork from 
the heat. To make the Tange still 
more safe place all around the walls 
some metal fireproof protectors, 
(line good dampers on your range. A 
range withut dampers is very clanger 
ous on a windy day. 

Keep the chimneys clean. A com¬ 
mon fire starter is a dirty tlu. To 
prevent fire have the pipes cleaned at 
least once a year. 

If you have a fire place in your 
house do not fail to have a screen. 
The screen will -prevent sparks from 
flying out on the rugs before the fire. 

Gas or coal oil stoves are very dan¬ 
gerous. Never let children bother 
them or never bother one yourself if 
you don’t know how to use it. The gas 
will explde and the flame is so great 
that it is hard for one person to put 
out. 

Never connect a gas/ stove, heater 
or hot plate with rubber hose. The 
rubber hose will burn and start a 
fire. 

The next important feature of the 
home is the electric wiring. Have a 
skilled .glectrician to wire the hoitse. 
NesirWhange the electric wiring of 
your house, have the electrician do it 
for your. Never put an electric cord 
on a nail. Don’t fail to take precau¬ 
tions with electric flatirons and al¬ 
ways use them with a signal light. 

Lightning often causes fire so place 
on your buildings, lightning rods. All 
wires on the'house should run to the 
earth. The telephone during an elec¬ 
tric storm is,..dangerous. Never put 
a rag or paper on the telephone bells. 

Pipes of the house often freeze in 
winter Never thaw out fro^*n pipes 
with a torch or open flame ^because 
there is danger of a leak and this will 
cause a fire. 

Rubbish is the cause of many fires* 
People get a collection of rubbish in 
the attic or basement. Old rags near 
the stove pipe catch file and burn the 
other rubbish, starting a fire in the 
house. In the basement there is dan¬ 
ger of catching fire to the rubbish 
when taking ashes from the stove or 
building a fire. To prevent fir e bum 
your rubbish. 

Some people have the habit of 
emptying ashes on the basement floor 
This is dangerous because the ashes 
might be fanned by a" breeze and 
start a fire. 

Dirty places are subject to fires 
more than a clean place. Always 
clean your yard. Rake up dead grass 
and burn it in a metal container.^Nev 
er pile rubbish on the ash pile unless 
the ashes are in a metal container. 

Never pile rubbish near a woollen 
fence or even a wire. Bum all rub¬ 
bish but burn it in a metal container. 
Never burn rubbish after four o’clock 
in the, afternoon. > Carrv away all ash 


light, kept in closed 'cuntainefs and 
away from the fire. In the cleaning 
process never use liquid polishes near 
an open light for many compounds 
are flamable oils. ' 

Never leave a gas engine going un 
less .you are right there to watch it. 
There is danger of it becoming over¬ 
heated. 

Coal oil is I so dangerous. Never 
fill a coal oil lamp while it is still 
burning. Never turn the wick down 
before blowing out the light. Keep 
youu lamp wicks trimmed and keep 
the globes clean. Never let old people 

or children carry the lamp.,_Never 

stoop oyer a lamp. There is danger uf 
getting your hair on fire. 

Never have hair dope on your hair 
before curling it. , 

e careful with lanterns .about hay'* 
or straw. The lantern is easily tip¬ 
ped and starts a fire. 

Overheating machinery causes ex¬ 
plosions which result in fire. 

Build stacks a good distance from 
each other and build them away from 
the bayn. The farmer must never 
stack green feed in tlje barn but 
many (jo. The farmer must keep his 
barns amTNjhcken houses clean. Nev¬ 
er bank buildings with straw. Never 
put ashes in the chicken house unless 
they are in a metal container. Nev¬ 
er leave horses in the barn when 
there is an electric storm. Have light¬ 
ning rods on the barn and chicken 
house. 

Never burn barn yard manure. It 
will burn for a long time, each gust 
of wind making it burn brightly. To 
prevent fires from spreading when 
burning stubble, plough fire guards 
around the home and property. Burn 
stubble on a calm day and have fire 
guards around the piece of land to be 
burned. I’lace (ire guards around all 
buildings. Do not build the buildings 
close together. Rut fire guards along 
train tracks and bum weeds and 
grass along roads. 

Public places should bo guarded 
against fires. They should have sev¬ 
eral exits. No cars should park be¬ 
fore exits or near fire escapes. In of- 
should be several fire escapes. In of¬ 
fices, fire drills should he learned. 

School children should learn a .fire 
drill. The school should be equipped 
with some fire extinguishing water. 
A loud fire alarm should he given. 

The garage is a dangerous building 
There are so many oily rags. These 
rags should he burned or put in a 
container. The garages cannot have 
wooden floors because of oil. They 
are made ’of cement. 

Always use flash lights when exam 
ining cars. Never hold a match ov¬ 
er a gas tank. 

The blacksmith shop should have a 
dirt or concrete floor. The . forge 
should he in a metal frame and away 
from all boards.

Never have an incubator in the 
housed They are liable to burn up 
and set the . house on fire. 

For cook cars have a stove with 
solid legs. If it hasn’t legs place it 
Von some bricks or a box of dirt. Be 
sure to close all drafts, of the stove 
before leaving the house. Never put 
a stove rag in the warming oven of 
the stove. 

Never leave a lamp burning while 
you are away from home and never 
leave a lamp in the house with a cat 
or unless the.dog has been taught to 
put out sparks. 

I Ni'ver heat gas on the styve. , 

| Don’t chink holes in the wall with 
paper or 1 rags. Get plaster or putty 
to fill the holes with. Never leave an 
lO Cedar mop exposed to a fire. ’Use 
safety matches or patent lighters in¬ 
stead of common matches. 

The farmer has a great responsi¬ 
bility in the spring and fall. In the 
fall the threshers come on his land. 
While threshing there is danger of 
fires from smut. The thresher has to 
have some means of preventing fire. 

Never put wet grain in the elevator 
As soon as the sun’s rays reaches it, 
fire starts. Never stack green feed 
for it will start fires. 

Children should not be left in the 
house alone. Children in cold winter 
often sit on the hearth of the stove. 
They are liable to catch their clothes 
on tire. Children often put their 
clothes on the oven door to warm. 
This is liable to cause a fire. Children 
in flannelette night gowns should not 
stand before a stove. 

Don’t put wet clothes around the 
stove to dry in the winter time. Nev¬ 
er set a lamp under a curtain. Don’t 
put overshoes or rubbish by the stove 
Never let children use matches or let 
them huilfl fires. Never build a large 
fire on a windy day. Never put much 
fine coal or slack on a fire, because it 
will "explode. 

Don’t let drunk men carry lamps or 
be around-the stoves. Don’t lay pa¬ 
pers near the stove. Paper burns in a 
minute and will start a fire at once. 
Don’t start a fire with coal oil or gas.’ 
If any one else does it, don’t stay 
close. . t, 

Never leave celluloid articles near 
an open flame. Never put kindling in 
the oven to dry. Don’t put on if 
heavy fire before leaving the house. 
Don’t forget meat scraps while ren¬ 
dering lard. 

At Christmas entertainment be 
careful that the candles do not get 
near the trimmings. 

Forest fires are often started by 
campers. To prevent this campers 
should he provided with camp sites 
and camp ■ stoves. Never leave a 
camp fire burning, always put it out. 

Fir,, guards should be made about 
saw-mills. Rangers should patrol the

SCH00LLUNCHES 

One of the ost commeuanble under¬ 
takings of some of the rurnLiconiin un¬ 
ity groups, has been the solving of 
the problem of noon-day lunches in 
country schools. This is a matter 
which vitally affects the efficiency 
and well being of every child, and the 
wonder is that it does not command 
more general discussion. No doubt, 
however, many school districts are 
seeking to solvg the “warm meai” 
problem, in ways that meet their own 
peculiar needs. Schools differ in size 
or it would be much simpler to ar¬ 
range some hot noonday dish for a 
school of twelve pupils than for a 
school of forty. 

In some of the smaller schools, 
each mother alternates in preparing a 
sufficient quantity of baked beans, 
soup, stew or some suck dish for the 
entire school. Some schoqls keep a 
well-stocked kitchen, from which the 
teacher or older pupils prepare hot 
cocoa, etc. Occasionally the school 
has a cupboard “shower” stacking up 
with supplies' of practical nature. 

In some larger schools, a co-opera¬ 
tive plan is arranged by which the 
children each pay five cents for a hot 
dish of meat or potatoes or soup. A 
cook near the school is engaged to 
prepare the dish. 

Some of the schemes which are 
practicable in. one district would be 
unworkable in another. But the 
cheering feature is that it is being 
realized just how important the hot 
noonday meal is to a growing child. 
All too often especially in winter, 
children rush to school with their 
breakfasts half eaten. At noon they 
are confronted with a thoroughly 
chilled' lunch, which they are apt to 
toss away untouched. They depend 
for their growth and development 
largely on what they tuck away at 
the evening meal. This is. not the 
path to health and strength. 

One of the unhappiest memories of 
school days, in the minds of many 
who attended the country school, is 
that clammy noonday lunch. "Any 
move to supplant it with something 
appetizing is a great step in health 
advancement. 




REVIEWS VALLEY 


Organ of Standard Oil Corporation 
Saya^Alberta Now Has Important 
/ ^ Oil Field 

Recognition of the fact that “the 
Turner Valley oil field has been estab 
lished as an important field,” is con¬ 
tained in the current issue of “The 
Lamp,” the official organ of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jer¬ 
sey, of which the Imperial Oil Com¬ 
pany of Canada is a subsidiary. 

- Turner Valley is unique not alone 
in its geological formation, but also 
in the quality of its production,” says 
the article. “It yields principally a 
light naphtha of 72 degrees -Beaume. 
This is extracted from the wet gas 
which most of the wells produce. 
Heavier oil, though eagerly sought 
for, has not been found in any quan¬ 
tity.” 

“The day of the wildcatter has de¬ 
finitely passed in Turner Valley, and 
the field is now at a stage where a 
steady and economic development of 
its large resources is the prime ne¬ 
cessity. Competitive drilling would be 

suicidal policy. With the co-opera- 
ton of other lease holders the Imper¬ 
ial Oil subsidiaries, Royalite, Dal- 
housie and Foothills are enabled to 
adhere to a policy which is effective¬ 
ly conserving the resources of thk 
valley. Needless drilling costs are be 
ing avoided and the fullest knowledge 
of the structure' is being required.’’ 

The article gives a complete his¬ 
tory of the field since the drilling of 
the Dingman discovery well to the 
present time. Reference is mail.* to 
the very intricate geological nature 
of the field which has delayed devel¬ 
opment.

^(Continued from Page Three)£^ 
forests. They report at once, if there 
is a fire. 

Landslides in the mountains start 
(ires. There is no way of stopping 
the landslide hut forest rangers are 
always on the look out. Fire patrols' 
and fire-fighting equipment is within 
easy call of the ranger and are there 
to stop the fire before it goes far. 

In camp never pile wood, near the 
fire. Don’t sleep near the fire if it is 
unprotected. 

Aeroplanes go over the forests look¬ 
ing out for fires. If one is seen they 
report to the fire department. The 
aeroplanes take men out to fight the 
fire and rescue the people from fire. 

Mines should be protected. Have 
thfln well ventilated; no smoking al¬ 
lowed and use special lights to pre¬ 
vent fires. 

Some people have a passion for set 
ting fires and burn every building 
they can. They should be closely 
watched or put in control. 

Every city should have cement 
sidewalks. Wide roads are needed to 
provide space for the engine. 

Every city, town, village or hamlet 
should have some means of fighting 
fires. Everyone should be prompt in 
going to fight a fi'-e. Women and 
children should not go for they will 
get-in the way. 

Bridges should be' made of steel. 

Don’t let boys have firecrakers on a 
celebration day. 

Inspectors should be sent out to in 
rpect the homes and business places* 
They will be able to show us whore 
we can prevent fire. A thing that will 
prevent fires is the lecture of some 
important person on fire prevention. 
This shows the children that some 
means must be taken to prevent fires. 
Children write essays and these show 
the older people where they can sub¬ 
tract from the heavy Are loss.
